KRIO T T Station. RDEZ' was reportedly told that \SS \HSSZ was not in 
and that RUBT had than talked to a person named KEN (fnu). RUBT waa 
reported to hST* asked this person when 1£S HARVHT OSliAU) was to be 
transferred fron the Ctt7 jail to the Countj jail and had stated to 
this person, KEN, (fnu), that ha wanted to be there when the transfer 
was Bade. 

A KEN SCOTT, an artist at KRIS T y Station was Interviewed 
and he atated that he had never received a telephone eall from JACK 
Rnltr and that he did not talk to Jack Raly on November 23, 196'*. 

One KEN SMART, who works the dtjr Seek In the Dallas Tiaea 
Herald news room was Interviewed and stated that he had only talked 
to Jack Raljr one time in his life, that he oculd remenber, and this 
was several Months prior to November, 1963. 

>lr. EDDIS BARrS, News Dlreotor at the KRIS T V Station was 
interviewed and stated that the above two persons are the only ones 
with the name 'KEN< that he knew and if there were others, thegr 
would not be In position to receive telephone calls or dispense aiQr 
infomatlon regarding current events. Eddie Barker and Wes Vise both 
stated that JACK RDEI had i^eared at the scene of the assassination 
on the aftemnon of November 23. 19&t, Wee Wise was at this location 
In one of the KRU) T V KobU News Qnits and Jack Ruty cane to the 
side of the wdt and engaged Wee vn.se in conversation for aore than 
en* half hour, diaonsslng the assassinatien and Lee Harv^ Oswald. 
This was around liOO FH in the afternoon.
